■  Over  5,000  school  and  nutrition  service  employees  participated  in  nutrition 
education  and  food  service  training  activities.  Over  200  Maryland  schools 
became  Team  Nutrition  schools,  agreeing  to  serve  nutritious  meals  and  teach 
nutrition  to  students. 

■  Last  year,  children  in  6,000  family  day  care  homes  in  f\/laryland  received  nutritious 
meals  through  the  Child  and  Adult  Care  Food  Program. 

■  Last  year,  an  average  of  332,560  lunches  and  62,633  school  breakfasts  were 
served  to  Maryland  students  each  day. 

■  School  bus  transportation  continues  to  be  one  of  the  safest  forms  of  transporta- 
tion nationally  and  in  Maryland.  During  the  1995-96  school  year,  8,517  school 
bus  drivers  in  Maryland  transported  579,560  students  on  5,958  buses  for  a  total 
of  more  than  104  million  miles. 

■  More  than  232,000  Maryland  residents  have  been  awarded  high  school 
diplomas  through  GED  testing  since  1 941 .  Fifty-nine  percent  of  Maryland's  1 995 
GED  examinees  were  under  25  years  of  age.  Of  this  population,  55%  passed 
the  GED  test  and  earned  a  high  school  diploma.  In  the  most  recent  study,  only 
66%  of  graduating  high  school  seniors,  nationally,  were  able  to  meet  Maryland's 
minimum  score  requirements  on  the  GED  tests. 

■  GED  graduates  account  for  approximately  15%  of  Maryland's  high  school 
graduates.  One  out  of  every  20  GED  recipients  pursues  a  college  education. 

■  A  total  of  2,386  individuals  with  disabilities  became  employed  as  a  result  of  the 
sen/ices  provided  by  the  Division  of  Rehabilitation  Services. 

■  The  Maryland  Connected  for  Learning  project  will  provide  $52.8  million  dollars  to 
Maryland  schools  over  the  next  five  years  for  technology  wiring,  hardware, 
software,  and  staff  development. 

■  The  1995-96  State  average  ratio  of  students  to  computers  is  8:1;  the  national 
average  is  9:1  (NCES  Office  of  Technology  Assessment  Report,  1995). 

■  In  1995-96  a  total  of  43%  of  schools  reported  that  they  were  able  to  access  the 
Internet;  the  Maryland  Online  for  Learning  project  will  enable  all  schools  to 
access  the  Internet  in  1 996-97. 

■  61  1%  of  the  State's  library  media  centers  have  automated  circulation  systems 
and  37.4%  have  Online  Public  Access  Catalogs  (OPACs).
